By 1949 the young professor was 
leading the Senegal independence 
movement.

Senghor’s reputation as a writer 
is solidly based.

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President Demonstrates His Intention 
To Keep Nation’s Defenses Strong 


President Kennedy again demon- 
strated his determination to keep the na- 
tion strong at his press conference 
Wednesday. 

The President made his position on 
national defense clear. He pointed out 
that the military budget has been in- 
creased $6 billion since he took office and 
added: “We are going to ask for addition- 
al funds for defense next year.” 

The President said a careful check 
will be kept on our strength as compared 
to that of “our adversaries,” Preparations 
are moving ahead to resume nuclear test- 
ing in the atmosphere if it is found that 
Russia’s recent series of tests put the 
Soviets ahead of us, he declared. 

“The Soviet Union prepared to test 
while we were at the table, negotiating 
with them.” the President recalled. “If 
they fooled us once, it is their fault. And 


if they fool us twice, it is our fault.” 

Mr. Kennedy's statements have raised 
the prospects of a defense budget of over 
$50 billion next year. It now stands at 
about $47 billion. 

Where will the money come from? 
The Presitient perhaps provided some in- 
sight into that question when he was 
asked about his supposedly anti-business 
attitudes. 

In answering, the President men- 
tioned, among other things, his efforts to 
plug tax loopholes. And he mentioned the 
need to maintain prosperity. — 

Mr. Kennedy already has expressed 
his determination to try to balance the 
budget. More efficient tax collections and 
healthy economic growth are two ways 
of doing it, despite the unfortunate neces- 
sity to continue to increase defense 


spending.

He said the present law took 
away the authority from 
to adjust tariffs, and that three 
alternatives will face legislators 
next year—to let the act expire, 
ask for a one-year extension, or 
offer subsidies to industries af- 
fected adversely by the tariffs. 


Landrum also said medical care 
for the aged will be one of the 
first issues to face Congress. If 
this is added to the Social Se- 
curity system, he said, there must 
be a tax increase to provide for it. 


EDUCATION AID 


In regard to the question of fed- 
eral aid to education, Landrum 
said this must come about if the 
local and state governments fail 
to provide the nec funds. 
This is “blunt but truthful,” he 
said. 

Landrum also said there is a 
need for a tax adjustment in the 
nation, a standardization of the 
unemployment laws, and a fight 
against any thought of repeal 
of Section 14-B of the Taft-Harfley 
law, which provides that states 
may have right-to-work laws. 


Twitty also described recom- 
mendations made recently by the 
Study Committee on Reapportion- 
ment, which asks for more con- 
tinuity in the Senate by letting 
senators serve longer terms and 
succeed themselves.

Georgia Court of Appeals. 
ON APPEAL 


The decision Came on an ap- 
peal by John E. Glover, 19, who 
was one of 12 Negroes arrested 
in Macon last February and 
charged with violating a law 
that empowers a bus. conductor 
or drivér to assign seats to pas- 
sengers. 


In the Savannah case, the de- 
fense had argued that the un- 
lawful assembly law was uncon- 
stitutional “in that the arrest (of 
the Negroes) was pursuant to 
the policy, custom and usage of 
the State of Georgia which com- 
pels segregation of the races.’ 


WRITES OPINION 


Justice Joseph Quillian, who 
wrote the opinion, said, ‘‘Neither 
of these two contentions can be 
ascertained from an examination 
of the accusation” and that such 
couldn’t be read into it. 


The Negroes also attacKed the 
u.lawfu' assembly law as being 
so vague that «the > defendants 
were not placed. on notice as to 


what criminal,act was allegedly, 


The Supreme Court said,. how- 
ever, that the terms “unlawful 
assembly” and “disturbing the 
peace” are of common law 
origin, and the code section “‘is 
pronounced in terms so_ lucid 
and unambiguous that a person 
of common intelligence would 
discern its meaning and appre- 
hend with what violation he is 
charged.” 

The. decision also noted that 
this is the first such challenge of 
the unlawful assembly law.
